He succeeds Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky, advanced yesterday t<5 
the post of foreign minister to 
succeed V. M. Molotov. 


In contrast to his predecessor, 
Gromyko is quiet and soft-spoken. 
Nevertheless, he was in the fore- 
front of many East-West clashes in 
the U. N. Security Council, where 
he headed the Soviet delegation 
from 1946 to 1948. 
Was Ambassador To U. S. 


He was Russian ambassador to 
Washington from 1943 until 1946. 
Gromyko returned to Russia last 
July said spent a long vacation in 
the Crimea before assuming new 
duties in the foreign ministry in 
Moscow. 


Hungary Sentences 13

Budapest, Hungary, March 5—(JP)

Many diplomats speculated that 
Molotov Is on the way upstairs to 
greater power, although conceding 
frankly they have no inside informa- 
tion to guide them. 


There was speculation that the 
aging Prime Minister Stalin, now 
69, la preparing to hand over power 
to Molotov, his No. 1 lieutenant. 


An informed source, close to Bri 
tain's foreign office, said he believed 
Molotov was about to become a sort 
of super-director of Russian policy, 
or "general supervisor of foreign 
policy." 


Georges Bidault, former French 
foreign minister who has negotiated 
with both Molotov and Vishinsky In 
Bier Pour discussions, pretty well 
summed up the views of the skepti- 
cal majority of observers: 


"My reaction Is not good. I fear 
that optimism would be foolhardy." 
Withhold Comment 


Official spokesmen for British and 
European g o v e r n m e n t s carefully 
withheld 
official comment 
until 
things have crystalized. But inform- 
ally they had plenty to say, and most 
of them saw nothing to cause them 
to rejoice. 


They noted that Communist lead- 
ers outside Russia have adopted a 
militant policy in recent weeks, in 
sharp contrast to their earlier dec- 
larations that there was no reason 
why communist and capitalist coun- 
tries cant live peaceably. Chiefs of 
the communist movement in France, 
Italy, Britain, Germany, Austria and 
some other places have changed the 
theme to talk of war. The French 
communist leader, Mauricc Thorez, 
started it off by saying Soviet troops 
pursuing an aggresor on French soil 
should be welcomed by the people.

The school 
wants to find out if elements in the 
Texas Panhandle soil have any in 
fluence on tooth decay and believes 
the milk will carry any such ele 
ments. It will be used experimentally 
on laboratory animals. 


The milk will be evaporated to 40 
per cent whole milk solids before 
being loaded aboard a University of 
Illinois plane which will take It to 
the universities campus. There it 
will undergo complete drying before 
it is shipped by rail to Boston. 


'Lonely Hearts' 
Slayer Ready To 
Face Death In N.Y. 


Grand Rapids, Mich.. March 
(IP)—Plans for a serene life in Spain 
shattered, a 200-pound divorcee said 
today she was ready to face death in 
the New York electric chair. 


Mrs. Martha Beck, 29, accused of 
being a partner in three "lonely 
hearts" slaylngs, told officers she 
was only anxious to avoid a trial 
where "all the people would come 
to stare at me." 


Whether Mrs. Beck and her com- 
panion, balding Raymond M. Fer 
nandez, 34, are tried in New York 
or Michigan depends on an extradi- 
tion hearing Tuesday. 


There is a death penalty for mur- 
der in New York. There is none in 
Michigan. 


Michigan's attorney general ruled 
today that this state could bring the 
couple to trial if they were acquitted 
of the killing of Mrs. Janet Fay, 50, 
in Valley Stream, N. Y. This in- 
creased chances that Michigan might 
give them up to the eastern state. 


The couple, also is accused of the 
slayihg of Mrs. Deliphine Downing, 
,29, and her baby daughter near 
Grand Rapids, Mich., last Monday.

Washington, March 5 —(/P)— The 
national military establishment came 
out today for an air force academy, 
like the army's West Point and the 
navy's Annapolis.

LIST CAUSES OF FIRES 
IN STATE IN JANUARY 


Springfield, 111., March 5 —(JPh~ 
Stoves, furnaces, boilers and heating 
pipes were the leading causes of 
fires during January in Illinois. 


The state fire marshal's office said 
today that such heating devices were 
responsible for 269 of 1,548 fires in 
the month. 


Second major cause of fires was 
electricity, which started 267 blazes, 
and third was careless use of 
matches and smoking, responsible 
for 242 fires. 


Washington, March 5—(JP)—Près 
ident Truman asked congress today 
to give his defense secretary the full 
authority he needs to direct the fre- 
quently feuding armed forces. 


To bring this about, he recom 
mended that the service unifica- 
tion law be changed to set up the 
present national military establish- 
ment as a full-fledged "department 
of defense." 


In a special message to congress 
—where lawmaking 
currently 
is 
slowed down by a senate filibuster- 
he urged "prompt consideration" for 
his recommendations. 


This urgency sprang from two 
things: 


1. The president's assertion that 
it is essential to have an effective 
and workable 
organization in a 
world of long range bombers guid- 
ed missiles and atom bombs. 


2. The fact that within a month 
a new defense secretary Louis John- 
son will succeed James V. Forrestal. 
The outgoing secretary has 
com- 
plained of 
insufficient 
authority 
over the three elements of the uni 
fied military 
establishment 
the 
army navy and air force. 


While Mr. Truman did not men- 
tion this point one of the basic 
troubles of the defense establish- 
ment is that it existed chiefly as a 
coordinating agency of government 
It has not been a true department of 
government with the department 
chief having full authority over all 
units in It. Nor does it have as 
other departments an undersecre- 
tary and assistant secretaries to help 
administer the secretary's directives. 


Mr. Truman obviously had these 
points in mind when he recommend- 
ed converting the national military 
establishment into a regular execut- 
ive department. In line with this, 
he also recommended creation of 
the positions of undersecretary and 
three assistant secretaries. 


In general, Mr. Truman's report 
was in line with the recommenda- 
tions of the Hoover commission 
which investigated the national se- 
curity organization. However, the 
proposal for converting the NME 
into a regular government depart- 
ment wept beyond the recommenda- 
tions of the commission. 


The president made no reference 
to a suggestion by the commission 
that the civilian secretaries of the 
army, navy and air force be demot- 
ed to the status of undersecretaries 
of defense for army, navy and air. 
There have been reports on Cap- 
itol Hill that this recommendation 
was deemed politically inexpedient. 


Vote On Butter 
Versus Oleo Still 
Toss-Up--Cooley 


Demos Fail To Get 
Republican Help 
In Filibuster Ban 


Washington, March £ — (JP> — It's 
a toss-up which way the House agri- 
culture committee will vote on the 
butter versus oleomargarine issue, 
chairman Cooley (D-N.C.) reported 
today. 


The committee ended five days of 
stormy hearings on the question. 


It will meet again Tuesday tc 
decide which one of 43 bills on the 
subject it will approve for House 
debate later this month. 
The basic issue is: 
1. Whether to »repeal all federal 
restrictions, including taxes and 
license fees, on the marketing of 
margarine, or 2. to repeal the federal 
taxes on margarine, but prohibit the 
manufacture or interstate sale of 
yellow margarine. 


Representatives Poage (D-Tex) 
and Ebernethy (D-Miss), lead the 
faction pulling for repeal of market- 
ing restrictions. 


Representatives Granger (D-Utah,- 
and August H. Andresen (R-Minn.) 
are the main backers of the idea of 
repealing the federal taxes but ban- 
ning interstate manufacture or sale 
of colored margarine. 
All four are committee members. 
Other members, asking not to be 
quoted by name, said 11 of their col- 
leagues are definitely committed on 
each side, leaving the balance on in 
the hands of four new members, all 
Democrats. There are 27 men on 
the committee, but Cooley wo(ild 
vote only in case of a tie. 


Washington, March 5 — (JP) — 
Democratic leaders bid for—and fail- 
ed to get—strong Republican support 
today for their efforts to break a 
southern filibuster in the Senate. 


Dixie Democrats, riding what they 
think is a victory crest, kept the 
Senate for the sixth dav from acting 
on a motion by Senator Lucas of 
Illinois, their party's leader, to take 
up a rules change which hits at fili- 
busters. 


Senator Fulbright (D-Ark) held 
the floor during most of an abbrevi- 
ated Saturday session. 


Outside the chamber itself, Lucas 
and Senator McGrath of Rhode Is- 
land, the democratic national chair- 
man, proposed a compromise to Re- 
publicans after a meeting with a 
score, of northern and border state 
Democrats. 


In effect, they offered this guar- 
antee to the Republicans: 


If the GOP supports a move to 
force a vote on the pending proposal 
to let two-thirds of those present gag 
debate at any time, the administra- 
tion will oppose letting fewer than 
two-thirds have that power. 


McGrath said this was offered to 
try to convince Republicans that if 
they go along they won't run into an 
administration effort to cut the two- 
thirds down to a majority. 


Thus the leaders cut the ground 
from under President Truman's posi- 
tion that a simple majority of those 
voting ought to be able to curb' 
debate.

They face possible penalties rang- 
ing from 10 years imprisonment to 
death on charges of seeking to over- 
throw the government, spying for 
the United States and Britain and 
dealing illegally in foreign currency.

If you give 
me the gift of life, I shall dedicate 
my life to faithful work for the 
fatherland front." 


The prosecution has demanded 
death or Ziapkov, 48-year-old con- 
gregationalist, and three others who 
served with him on the supreme 
council of the United Evangelical 
churches of Bulgaria.

Many Dikes Broken 


Before starting to recede, the flood 
waters swept swiftly into lowlying 
residential districts in the southern 
and western sections of town after 
dikes were broken. 


"If no one had awakened us," said 
Mrs. Leo Torgerson, "we'd still be 
down there. We could hear the ice 
popping and racking as the water 
pushed toward our house, snapping 
off fence posts." 


The Torgersons fled in their car 
with their two children. 


High water was causing anxiety— 
and at least one death—in other 
parts of the state, too. Gerald Per- 
rin, 10, drowned when he fell into a 
swollen creek near Denison, 45 miles 
northeast of here. 


Directly north of Missouri Valley 
the Floyd arid Big Sioux rivers were 
spreading over lowlands as warmer 
temperatures and dynamiting oper- 
ations broke up ice Jams. 


Several streams in southwest Iowa 
flooded highways, knocked out sev- 
eral bridges and caused precaution- 
ary measures to be taken by com- 
munities in that area. 
Eight Overcome By Gas 


At Missouri valley, hit by the 
worst flood in its history, eight per- 
sons were overcome by gas while 
doing rescue work. 


Mrs. Harold Myler said he walked 
up the street to see how far the 
flood waters had progressed, and 
"by the time I got back to my house 
—it must have been an hour late— 
I couldn't even get into my yard." 


A 70-year-old couple, Mr. and 
Mrs. Tom Smith, were flooded out 
for the second time. They left their 
home before in 1936. 


"I got some chickens down home," 
Mrs. Smith said. "I'm worried to 
death about them." 


Water Iran up to the eaves of an 
estimated 75 homes for a time. Two 
blocks of the business section were 
flooded.

your home; a life insurance loan, if 
you pay the interest in cash; de- 
linquent taxes; interest on install- 
ment purchases, also— 
Retail Sales Taxes 


State or local retail sales taxes; 
auto license fees; poll taxes; state 
gasoline taxes, except in Alabama, 
California, Florida, Louisiana, North 
Dakota, 
Utah, 
Wyoming, 
a n d 
Hawaii; property losses from fire, 
theft, storm or auto accidents when 
you weren't wilfully at fault and you 
didn't get paid off for the damage; 
use of your car for business, which 
includes the cost of gasoline, oil, 
grease, repairs, cleaning; entertain- 
ing for business purposes; subscrip- 
tions to professional Journals; books, 
papers, and magazines bought for 
use in your profession; equipment, 
tools, and instruments used on your 
job; cost of work clothes and uni- 
forms when not capable of taking 
the place of ordinary clothing. 


You CANNOT deduct the follow- 
ing federal taxes unless paid for 
business purposes: telephone, tele- 
graph, or transportation, such as 
[train or bus; admissions to theaters 
or sporting events, or club dues. 


Nor can you deduct the federal 
tax on jewelry, 
furs, 
cosmetics, 
estates, inheritances or gifts imposed 
by the government, states of cities. 
Deductions Limited 


You can deduct for medical ex- 
penses but only that part which ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent of your income. 
Example: Jones' income, $9,000; his 
actual medical expenses, $600. But 
5 per cent of his income is $450, 
which leaves him only $150 to de- 
duct. 


Even then you can't deduct an 
unlimited amount for medical ex- 
penses. Here are the limits: 


Taxpayer claiming only one ex- 
emption, his own, $1,250; taxpayers 
who are single or who are married 
and file separate returns and have 
dependents, $2,500; married couples 
filing a Joint return and claiming 
their own two exemptions, $2,500; 
married couples filing a joint re- 
turn and claiming three exempt- 
ions, their own two and one de- 
dendent, $3,750; married couples fil- 
ing jointly but claiming four or 
more exemptions, $5,000.

Champaign, HI., March 5 — (JP) — 
Three records were smashed today 
in an unprecedented western con- 
ference indoor track meet which 
produced co-champions—Wisconsin 
and Ohio State—for the first time 
In history. 


The surprising Badgers, led by 
double-winner Don Gehrmann, cap- 
tured the last even on the program, 
the mile relay, in record-breaking 
form to tie Ohio State with 38 
points apiece. 


Wisconsin's baton team of Gene 
Whipple, Mel Goldin, Gehrmann 
and Bob Mansfield, sped the mile In 
3:1ft.6 to knock three-tenths recond 
off the conference mark posted by 
Michigan in 1939 and matched by 
Ohio State in 1947. 


The Buckeyes, defending relay 
champions, grabbed second place in 
the thrilling windup race to pocket 
eight vital points that provided 
them with a split title. Ohio State's 
team, consisting of Ed Reilly, Mark 
Whitaker, Harry Cogswell and Mai 
Whitfield, turned in 3:20.1. 


The Buckeyes won the team crown 
last year with 43 points. The 38 
scored this time was the lowest win- 
ning tally since Ohio State's 37 total 
in 1942.

Illinois, third in the mile relay, 
finished third in the mept with 35 
points, followed by Purdue with 211, 
Minnesota 21, Indiana 18, Michigan

The price increase was announced 
tonight by the Tribune which said 
it "is necessitated by the large In-

1941." 


Berlin, March S—(JP)—'The Soviet 
Union served notice tonight it- will 
not recognize nor accept the western 
German state now being formed un- 
der the guidance of the United 
States, France and Britain. 


The notice came in a letter from 
Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky, Rus- 
sian commander in Germany, to Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, U. S. military gover- 
nor. The letter bitterly attacked the 
United States' restitution policies in 
Germany and gave no indication 
there will be any softening of Rus- 
sia's cold war against the west. 


After listing scores of Soviet claims 
against properties in western Ger- 
many, Sokolovsky gave the warning 
about the proposed western German 
state. 


The Soviet commander gave no in- 
dication as to how Russia proposes 
to deal with the western German 
state, since there appears no logical 
way in which the UJS.S.R. could 
block its formation. 


Turning down an American pro- 
posal which he said provided for the 
transfer of restitution functions to 
consulates to be established in the 
occupation zones, Sokolvsky said: 


"TTie Soviet authorities cannot ac- 
cept such a proposal, since it con- 
stitutes an attempt to force them to 
approve the transformation of oc- 
cupation zones into separate state 
units and the establishment of 
western German state."
